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The Pressure Method 
Tho ugh strikes nev er are called again st 
the public—alway s against emplo y ers—the 
public is the v ictim o f the pressure meth od of 
settling disputes between emplo y ers and em­ 
plo y es. 
In the steel strike, the first effect was in 
a quarter so remo te fro m the steel in du stry 
tha* no o ne th in ks of it in 
the same co nnec­ 
tio n. Retail business o f all kinds slumped 
rev ersely during the weeks befo re the strike 
deadline. 
When there is a strike in the auto mo bile 
industry , the city o f Detro it is reduced to a 
subsistence basis. Dealers in ev ery state o f the 
unio n are sho v ed to the walL 
In a telepho ne strike, the telepho ne co m­ 
pany ’s lo sses in to ll calls which either can n ot 
be made o r are no t attempted are scarcely 
to be co mpared with the public’s lo ss o f ser­ 
v ice. 
The pressure metho d thus beco mes many 
times mo re effectual as its fo rce is multiplied 
by area. A strike against o ne steel co mpany 
wo uld be punishment fo r o ne co mmunity . A 
strike against all steel co mpanies is punish­ 
ment fo r the natio n. So is a telegraph strike. 
Or a telepho ne strike. 
Th e ultimate dev elo pment of th e pressure 
metho d is the general strike, n ev er tried in 
the United States. But with a steel strike in 
pro gress, a telegraph strike in 
pro gress, 
a 
teleph on e strike picking up momen tu m an d 
a coal strike in the o ffing, the pressure ex ­ 
perts are getting clo ser. 


Did They Break The Lease? 
Th e impression 
th at Newbold 
Morris 
pro v ed mo re by pro v ing 
n oth in g th an h e cou ld 
h av e prov ed by prov in g someth in g con tin u es 
to deepen . 
It was speculated at the time that he 
went to Washingto n to co nduct an in v estiga­ 
tio n that if he was no t giv en a free rein h e 
wo uld damage the Tru man admin istration as 
an ex ample of fu tility . Bu t wh at h appen ed 
when he was pulled up sho rt did no t make 
h im an ex ample of fu tility . 
On the con trary , it made Presiden t Tru ­ 
man ’s admin istration an ex ample of fu tility . 
It can n ot clean its own h ou se. Th ere are too 
man y skeleton s in too man y closets, an d each 
skeleton is of pecu liar in terest to someon e in 
an official po sitio n. 
Th e n ew lease on con fiden ce wh ich was 
to be obtain ed by callin g in Mr. Morris to 
sweep with a n ew broom can n ot be obtain ed 
row. It is obv iou s th at n o n ew brooms are go­ 
in g to be issued. Wh en Mr. Morris was ou sted, 
th e job he was su pposed to do as well as th e 
Departmen t of Ju stice, itself, was tu rn ed ov er 
to James P. McGran ery , wh o promptly declar­ 
ed he kn ew of n oth in g wh ich n eeded to be 
clean ed up. 
Cy n ics argue th at h on esty 
in gov ern men t 
is n ot a con clu siv e issu e in politics, becau se 
v oters believ e both parties to be equ ally su s­ 
ceptible to co rruptio n. But th ey do n ot argu e 
th at fu tility in a gov ern men t’s ability to im­ 
prov e itself, th e time h as come to organ ize a 
pew on e.
